An interesting feature of the pro- 
duction is that there never were any 
road companies. Usually in the case 
of a show hit it is possible to send 
two or three companies out on the 
road while keeping the original com- 
pany intact in New York.

The “So Long Letty” company 
was just naturally lucky during the 
filming of this Vitaphone picture at 
the Warner Bros. studio. 

The script of this noted farce called 
for a number of beach and seaside 
hotel sequences. As a _ result the 
troupe went to Catalina Island at the 
very beginning of a heat wave, which 
eventually found the thermometer at 
99 degrees and all of. Hollywood 
sweltering on its closed sound stages. 

And during the hottest period, the 
company was doomed to no less fate 
than to make scenes at two beach cot- 
tages at Balboa beach! They be- 
moaned their fate when they had to 
come back, but they were nevertheless 
grateful that they had a week on 
location at the seaside. 

At Catalina Island the famous St. 
Catherine Hotel was used as a photo- 
graphic background, while at Balboa 
two beach cottages were erected on the 
sands near the breakwater, and filming 
took place day and night, with. a 
group of fifty of Hollywood’s most 
beautiful extra girls « as © bathing 
beauties along with the popular prin- 
cipals of the cast.

Company Lucky | Slang Has Changed 


Since Stage Debut 


Of ‘So Long Letty’’ 


If any one doubts that the English 
language is changing, and changing 
rapidly, he has only to look through 
the lines of famous stage plays of ten 
or fifteen years ago. 

Some of the slang expressions of 
those days have gone. straight into 
Webster and the Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica, while others are as dead and 
antiquated as the dodo bird. 

Robert Lord and Arthur Caesar 
found this out when they came to 
write the screen dialogue for the Vita- 
phone version of “So Long Letty,” 
the famous stage farce which made its 
bow about 1915 with Charlotte 
Greenwood playing the lanky Letty. 

“So Long Letty’ was then one of 
the snappiest farces as regards its 
slang. However, many of the lines 
had to be eliminated in 1929 because 
they smacked of the “23-skidoo” and 
“Hello, chicken” vintage. On the 
other hand expressions that were then 
slang are now good English, and 
couldn’t be used for smart patter. 

Lord, who is one of Hollywood's 
most brilliant scenarists, and Caesar, 
who is a Broadway wit with a big 
reputation, wrote the dialogue for the 
screen version and brought it down to 
the last minute for modern audiences. 
Miss Greenwood is playing the lead in 
the picture, and Lloyd Bacon directed.

When the summer was over he 
managed to get a job driving one of

He was driving the car at breakneck 
speed in the heart of Los Angeles one 
evening, with the siren going, when it 
smashed at an intersection into a fire 
truck, also tearing across town with ite 
siren going.

As a result he was in the hospital 
three months with fractures. Several 
persons were killed in this smash.
